The net profit to the 
Society last year amounted to $2,- 
306.00. On the basis of this net 
', profit a 5c reduction Jnjhe price 
of a cup of coffce'!|pmi)H;''^ have

I ^ For the general interest of tho 
Ia:|rman it might be well to explain 
Just what Cortisone and ACTH are. 
Cortisone is one of half a dozen 
I'l hormones ' that have been Isolated 
from the gland known as the Ad 
'renal Cortex, delng very difficult 
to . prepare and only attainable in 
microscopic quantities. It was not 
at first realized that Its properties 
Wero different from and far mora 



interesting than the other adrenal 
hormones. ACTH, the "adreno-cor- 
tico-trophic-hormone" is produced 
by another gland, the anterior pit 
ultary and. Its function is to stimu 
late the adrenal cortex to activity; 
it has oiily recently /been realized 
that this activity ' consists princi- 
pally in the production of Corti- 
sone, so that the effects of admin 
isterlhg . ACTH, though indirect, 
are usually much the same as thoss 
of administering Cortisone. Both 
drugs, are, atlll rare and expensive, 

Apiropu 'of McGill pioneer work. 
In' "lOaS," 'Colllp,' ■ Anderson' 'and 
Thomson were perhaps the first to 
show that extracts of the anterior 
pituitary contained 'a substance 
that would stimulate the adrenal 
cortex and ihat this substance, now 
known as ACH'H, was probably dis- 
tinct from the other; pituitary hoi- 
mones. Its practical- ,irhportance. 
however, was not ;rcalizcd until re- 
searches clsèWhcrè.'îyeàrs 'later, led 
to the preparation i of: ; ACTH In 
chemically pure form and to the 
discovery of its specific relation 
to Cortisone rather than to thu 
adrenal cortex as a whole. 

During the war. Professor R. D. 
H. Heard and his associates at Mc- 
Gill studied how substances closely

Following the vote of the Uni- 
versity of Montreal student council 
against federal aid to higher educa- 
tion, as reported In the Dally yes- 
terday. Len Harbour, chairman of 
the local .NFCUS committee said 
in a^ statement to the Dally last 
night that thç U. of M. should re- 
consider its move. 

Raising of the NFCUS fees by the 
U. of M. reversed a decision'of two 
weeks ago when the raise was ap- 
proved with the rider that federal 
aid be dropped as- a NFCUS policy. 

Denis Lazure, president of the 
U. of M. student 1xidy said in yes- 
terday's Daily that he did not think 
withdrawal from NFCUS would 
follow front Monday night's action. 

The full text of Len Harbour's 
statement Is printed below: 

"Yesterday the University of 
Montreal's- student government ap-' 
proved the membership fee increase 
of the National Federation of Can 
adian University Stiidents. Tlie 
same body disapproved of the 
N.F.C.U.S. proposals for obtaining 
federal 'aid;tb)'hIg>icr:education. The 
situation' now rjresoives Itself Into a 
consideration of. the balance be 
tween the llbert^tifeN.F,&U.S. 
Member-universityTaMfltsVIbyalty 
to the federation'. 

"According to the constitution of 
the N.F.'C.U.S. and the decisions 
made at. the National ,Conference, 
I'U. de Mi was at perfect liberty to 
approve or disapprove ot . the fee 
increase. N.F.C.UJ5. highly com 
mends the action taken by I'U. de 
M. In approving the increase. 

"In disapproving the NFCUS pro 
posais -for federal aid to education 
rU. de M. acted contrary to the 
vote cast by Its delegates to the 
Conference, a votet^whlch helped to 
makev'tbi^g6in|erence unanimously 
In favouF^iPsMklng such aid. Con 
stitutionally, I'U. de -M.'s stand 
looks invalid. 

"The type of Federal Aid NFCUS 
wants, j.e.

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Indo-China and the West

. Possibly the most significant pol- 
itical development in the post war 
years has been the development of 
new nation states from the. former 
colonial areas in Soùthérn 'Àsta. In 
the space of five years India, Paki- 
stan, Burma, Ceylon, Indonesia and 
the Phillipine Republic have cut 
whatever tics bound them to non- 
Asiatic powers and obtained inde- 
pendent status. The great tide of 
natiohallsin .which heli>ed bring. this 
aboiit caiiaed France to reconsider 
the^statiia of Frenbh Indo;Chlna, 
and' in 1045 thej[Uigee)|c cin ^ 
states,. Laos, CàmSodla?*Tmiï^'vlet 
Nam. were offered semi-indepen- 
dence within the French Union. 
The Communist led Nationalists 
(Viet Minh) were not satisfied with 
the arrangement, and refused to 
recognize « the government - of Bao 
Dai, the French sponsored' chief of 
stale In Viet Nam, For the past 
five years there has been constant 
civil war in which let Mlnh guer-

At the . present time the rebel 
f6rces^c^il|^iilf the area of Viet 
Nam and^men|ly won a major vic- 
tory oyer' the French > army iii In 
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Emperor Bao Dal' who now bears 
the olfici.il title of Chief of State 
of Viet Nam was born in 1013- At 
the asc of 37 he supposedly is the 
most despl;ed and most looked to 
man in Indo-China. The "Guardian 
of Greatness" has twice been the 
middle man; once for the conquer- 
ing Japanese and now for the re- 
established French. 

Bao studied under Chinese toturs 
until the age of nine; then he was 
sent to France to learn the Western 
ways. When his father died he was 
12 years old and became the 13th 
sovereign of the Nguyen dyijasty 
in Annam, He turned the throne 
over^o^aj^regcnt and continued his 
stuiiies irl' Paris. 

In 1932 he returned to hli home- 
land where he married a beautiful

Great efforts will be required to 
defeat the Vict Mlnh forces and 
establish a stable government in 
Indo-Chlna, Vast French resources 
have already been expended and 
in September' Premier Plevan an- 
nounced that 166,000 French regu- 
lars and Tegronnalrcs and 126,000 
Viet Namese were under arms in 
the area. 

To bring military victory greater 
strength will be required, especial- 
ly in armament and air power. 

Behind the military reverses am 
political factors which will require 
careful re-assessment in some quar- 
ters. One feature of great signific- 
ance is the degree of support which 
Ho Chi Minh is receiving from 
many Vict Namese in contrast to 
the lack of enthusiasm for Bao Dai 
N.itlonalism is In full flood in Viet 
Nam and as In certain other Asian 
countries this nationalism is dam< 
med and directed by Communism 
Ho Chi Minh is a Moscow trained 
Communist, who has many other 
Communists in his following, but 
among his supporters are many 
more whose aims are not commu- 
nistic but nalionalistic. Many Viel 
anese see in him a champion, a 
Vict Namese of peasant origin who 
claims to understand their needs 
and their desire to work and own 
their own land. 

On the other hand Bao Dal, who 
In the critical weeks remained in 
the'RivIera,~has not been able to 
rally popular support to his regime 
He is discrettited in the eyes of 
many Vict Namese who consider 
him, rightly or wrongly, a mere 
puppet of the French. It may oe 
lhat before victory Is won the 
French will have to find another 
leader who could win the allcgi 
anco of his people and point out 
to them the spurious nature of Ho's 
nationalism. Such a man would 
press for complete independence 
and ignore the hand of the French 
which wlir linger in Vict Nam poli- 
tics. Even some of Boa's lieutenants 
have urgA that they be given a 
free hand by the French.

Nguyen' Tal Thaiih.allas Ho Chi 
Minh is the mysterious versatile 
Communist guerrilla leader of Vict 
Num. Born in the early 1880's his 
life has been clouded by many 
legends and he has arisen:, as .the 
war time hero of resistance, against 
the Japanese. He spent soniejjyoari 
of his youth In the French 'Mcri 
chant Marine. At the end of World 
War I he settled ' in Paris, and 
quickly fired by the mass appeal 
of communism he joined .ranks with 
other veteran Con^munist leaders.

Of all the non-communist countries which share ■ common 
land frontier with China, Indo-Chlna |s the only one which still re- 
mains, under-^forelgn control; jCommun^ alliance with the forces of 
local nationalism is (herefore partîcuiarly easy to arrange In (his area. 
This makes it possible to carry on operations against the French with 
the use of local guerilla forces with only a modest commitment of 
Chinese rhan-power and with no commitment whatsoever of (ht Rus- 
sian strategic reserve.

By MARCEL BALTZAN 
Play-off and championship pos- 
iibilitleS;.look.'on an entirely new 
complexion. last night with an an- 
nouncement by Dr. J. B. Klrkpat- 
rtck, head ot the School of Physical 
Education and McGlll's member on 
the Canadian Inlcrcollcglate Ath- 
letic Union Board of Reference. 

It had been previously reported 
in the local press that in event of 
a tie for second place, the first- 
placft team would automatically 
become league champions, regard- 
less of whetiier either or both of 
the tied second-place \ teams had 
beaten the.: first-place team in one 
of the regular league games. 

The actual conférence ruling Is 
that if one of the tied second- 
plare teams la properly qualified. 
It will play-off automatically 
with the first-place team for the 
league championship. If . both arc 
properly qualified, they will en- 
gage In a sudden-death play-off 
game, with the winner than play-, 
ing the first-place < team for the 
league championship. 
A second-place team to be prop^- 
erly qualified must have defeated 
the first-place team at least once 
in its two regularly scheduled 
league games with the first-place 
team. Ties have no bearing on the 
matter. 

This simplifies the present 
play-off outlook. Under the pre- 
viously reported ruling there 
was a myriad uf play-off possl- 
bllitirs.

1028-29 Ho was active in Slam or- 
ganizing the Commiinlst Party of 
Indo-China which wBSiTrecbgnized 
in 1931 as an ^independent section 
of the Communist International. At 
Hong Kong he took charge of Com- 
munist action and [^proi)aganda in 
that part of Asia. 

Because of Ho Chi Minh'< activ- 
ities he was imprisoned from 1931 
to' 1933 by British authorities. From 
then until 1940 he disappeared from 
view. He reappeared in. China Jn 
1940 where a year later he formed 
tiiie yict Nam Independence League. 
Three : years later Ho was im- 
prisoned by the Chinese until 1044 
when he headed the nnti-Japancse 
guerrillas In Indb-China. 

With the capitulation of the 
Japanese In August 1945, Ho Chi 
Minh becanne President and the 
Republic of Viet Nam was esta b 
lishcd. With tile ' return • of : the 
French to power, Ho and his fol 
lowers, thwarted in many desires 
went underground and opened 
hostilities.
